sachu.sotts, Illitiois', Indiana, New 
.Jersey, Missouri, and Kansas 
regiments. When we reached the 
Michigan n^gimenr, however, we 
found stricter discipline. 

The writer was pushing his 
wheel along (he roadside part 
their (quarters, but was just within 
the beat of the cudgel-.inned 
.sentries and was firmly retpiiiw) 
toke<>p faiiherout. In" the same 
way, except on duly, as drill or on 
leave, none of tho soldiers were al- 
lowed beyond those limits. The 
writer addr(>ssed ono of tho soldiers, 
giving (he name and company of 
his friend, when the man quickly 
lotdfcd up his friend. We could 
not enter the camp- though till ho 
h;id secured a pa.ss for a couple of 
citizens from the~ first lieulcnaiit. 
A few minutes later our'friond had 
to go out with most of his regiment 
(or an hour and a half of drill. 
Tiittle n^st was given (hem during 
this time, and .stune thr(>o thou.sand 
men wore kept marching back and 
forth performing nil kinds of man- 
oMivres with the utmost precisitm. 
One body practiced pitching "pup" 
tents as thi»y call them — small 
marching tents biy; enough for only 
two. The s(ddiers are busy most 
of the time from Reveille to Taps, 
the writer's friend giving him a 
schedule of the duties r(>quired. 
It was very MBdent. that the life 
has few coWTorts and luxurioK. 
The uniforms were heavy blue 
llannol, with l(>ggiiis, fi>arfully hot 
for thcw(>ather. It is said th(\v 
will soon be exchanged for browii 
canvas. The tents were all good 
and new. That of the writer's, 
friend had a rustic comdi, raist^tf 
about (hive loot from the ground, 
of dried limbs covered wKh s(raw 
and duck. It looked as if it would 
comfortably accommodate about 
four men, but I was told that st n n 
occupied it. The fare is tho rc- 
{Tulation hard tack, coftee, and 
bacon, with potatoes and a few 
such simple articles .it food. p]very- 
where men could be seen re.adiiif; 
or writing letters. Along tho main 
road where one first strikes the 
camp are, of course, many "stores," 
stands, and the like sprung up like 
mushrooms. Among them was 
seen a tin-type gallery. Few if 
any places for the sah' of alcoholic 
liquoi-s were seen. Scattenvl 
through the camp wore several Y. 
M. C. A. (en(s. On the whole it 
looked as if the moral surroundings 
of the soldier ai-o more looked after 
now than fornuMiy,

The year of 1898 seems to be a 
bad one for old-time graduates of 
th(> Institution. We have already 
chronicled in these columns the 
deaths of several, and Monday, E. 
A. Nordyke sent us a couple of 
clippings giving an account of the 
accident ami fjital results there- 
from, of Mr. Wm. P. Hopkins, 
with the n^quest that they tie pub- 
lished in the .Iovrnal. 

Mr. Hopkins, according to the 
records heie, entered the school at 
the age of nin(> years and went 
through the full course of seven 
years. He is set down as a 
builder. Doubth>ssly there 
slill some living who knew the 
ceased and will be surprised at 
news of his death. 

Wm. P, Hopkins, the d(>af-mute, 
was badly hurt by slipping and 
falling under a wagon heavily 
loaded with w(hk1, Tuesday noon, 
near Alton (Jrant's farm, west of 
town. He was walking at the side 
of the wagon driving the team 
wluMi he is supposed to have slipped 
and fallen between the wheels, 
which ptussed over his body length- 
wise. Tho team passed on to town 
and near Norman Warner's made 
a eircuil of the s(iuare and strtr(cd 
on the back trai!k to the country. 
During their trip they passed a 
number of (cams, but the drivers 
supposed the owner to be walking 
on the other side of the load and 
paid no attention. As the hor.ses 
were leaving town they we\:D dis- 
covered to be without a driver 
and taken in charges. Mr. Hopkiirs 
was discovered after the accident 
and carried into Allon Grant's 
house, near where the accident 
happened, where he now is in care 
of Di-s. Washburn and P!;ugli8h. 
His left shouldei is bruised and 
he is badly hurt internally. The 
worst injury is to the spine which 
has caused the lower limbs and one 
arm to bet>ome paralyzed. Dr. 
English said yesterday that it is 
iinpo.^sible to say just a( present 
what (he result of the injuries will 
l)e, but (ha( the chances are a.sainst 
Mr. Hopkins rt^covering. 

The accident Icrminatcd lal.illy 
six days later, February 9(h. One 
of the Rensselaer papei*s gives the 
following sketch of the docea.sed's 
life : 

" William P. Hopkins was born 
in Dayton, Ohio, October 19, 1830. 
He was (Hlucated at the institution 
for deaf-mutes, at Columbus, 
Ohio. In 18(iO h«> came to .laspcr 
County and married Minerva Yeo- 
man, also a deaf-mute. They went 
to Kansjus and i-emained a year 
and then came back to Ohio for 
another y(>ar. In ISti.'i they (»amo 
lo Rens.selaer and made this their 
home ever since, ox(H>pt for a 
period of nine months, in 1893, 
when they lived in Benton Harbor, 
Mi(diigan. Only two children 
were born to Ihem, Stephen Hop- 
kins, who died October 5lh, 1881, 
at the age of twenty years. He 
was an excellent and dutiful young 
man and his death was a life-long 
grief to his parents, lie was hurl 
in a runaway in 1881, and an ab- 
eess resulting from (he injury was

Ira W. Tyler died Friday even- 
ing, June 17th, at the age of 
twenty-eight yearw. 

Mr. Tyler (fonlracted what was at 
first thought to lie malaria, but at 
the b<»giniiing of spring il develop- 
ed so rapidly that it was known 
among his friends that his ailnuMit 
was an incurabh! lung troulih* but 
Mr. Tyl(M- him.self krn'W it not, and 
believing that a good two months' 
rcM. in the country would relurn 
him to robust health, he stuck to 
his case in the Polhemus |)rinliiig 
establishment, rarely mi.ssinga day 
on this account. While he must 
have been a very si<!k man, his 
physical strength seemed to over 
come what disease was in him, for 
he merely r<^garded I he [laiiis in 
his chest as due to some trivial or- 
ganic disoi'd<(r, and was (eagerly 
aitticipaling the first of July, when 
he should hie himself (foiinlryward 
to r<!(iip<>rate, and he had even 
gleefully spcdicn to his friends that 
he would relurn in tlic^ fall vviih a 
,suf>eriibiiiida,n(!e of good li(\'illh. 

Friday morning, the 17tli, In 
went to work as usual, biii during 
the day the pains in his chest re- 
lumed, but he bore it with the 
fortitude of one of the jjliysical 
vi^oi- that that was his, and at the 
close of shop slarled for his home 
in Brooklyn. On his arrival he re- 
niarkerl to his sister thai helhonght 
that his day's work should be the 
last and that he should start for 
tli(' (toiintry at once. Aft(^r supi)or 
li(! sai<l he would retire, hoping to 
feel belter in the morning 

After r<!tiriiig a (hx-lor was siMit 
for who iH'escribed sliinulanls to 
oas(! his pains, aftci" which he loll 
into jMMceful slumber. A couple 
of hours later his breathing Ixfcauie 
heavy and Kreat heads of pers[)ira- 
tion rolled down his face. Again 
the doctor was summoned, and an 
examination showed he was dying 
— his last words in answer to his 
sisters (piei'y as to which lung the 
pain was being a slowly spelhMl 
"r-i-g-h-t" and then his eyelids 
dropped, never again to open. 

Indeed, asidit from the slight 
pains in his lungs, his passing away 
was as peaceful as could he desir- 
ed, and it is cpiite a remarkable 
case for a consumptive to work al- 
most to the last hour as was the 
case wiih him. 

Ira W. Tyler was in his c^arly 
y<'ars lefl without relations save 
for an only sislev with whom he al- 
ways lived, except for a brird' in- 
terval when she was appointed to a 
position al the New York Institu- 
tion which she served for a year. 
Il(> was educated at this school, 
when; he learned the printing 
trade. When he left school some 
twelve years ago In? followed up 
this trade, and has been emjiloyed 
almost steadily ever since. He 
was a " young man of the town," 
but aside from a fondness for com- 
[lany and ifood times, he had no 
bad habits, being in no sense a<l- 
dicted to th<^ weed or lifjuor habits, 
and was frugal an<l a very good 
brother to his r)nly sister, and if he 
had any faults they wore heavily 
overlialanced by his good virtues. 
He was a meinlxT of the L(fague of 
FJe(rt Surds, having been one of the 
charter members, and wasalwaysin 
good standing. Allhinigh not pa r- 
ti(-i]ailing in serious or moinentoiis 
(|ue.stion8, he was a deliberate 
thinker and was not af raids to cast 
his vote to suit his (Conscience. He 
was also a nKtmlMU- of the Silenl 
Wheelmen. II(> was an intclli^eiit 
young man. A d(«af-inu|e whose 
education rellectH credit upon the 
s(diool within whosi- walls he 
studied. 

The funeral services, simple yel 
iinps(^ssive, w(n'e held at tin* resi- 
deiKie of his sister, 4.'")4 Pacific 
Stie(d, Brooklyn, Sunday evening 
at eight o'clock, by the L»(ague of 
Elect Surds Lying in a handsome 
polished easkel in tht; middle of 
the parlor, Im looked as he had 
looked a week ago, but now peacic- 
fiil in eternal sleej). A large 
wreath of pink and white roses 
■from tJie Li^ague of Eh!(!l Surds was 
the most conspicuous lloral pie(!e. 
About twenty d(!Hf p(!f«ons, mostly 
nuMtibers of his club, and a few 
hearing fri('nds, wei'e jJiMiHent. 

StKtretary Adolpli Ekartd read 
fr'om the Scriptures, followed by 
remarks on the <;ar(U'r of young 
Tyler, by Prof. T, F. Fox, which 
were such as to sprout tears in the 
((yes of all His virtues were shown 
to be that of a inod(d ('hristiaii ; he 
had his evil way, for no man is 
holy ; he may have succumbed to 
almost irresistible temptations, l)ul 
his good deeds were suificient to 
a|)fieal to the All Merciful. During 
the last f«^w months he had be(>n of 
a very submissive^ l(Mnperanient nv- 
eupting the advices of his closest 



friends as final for his decisions, 
and although he knew not that 
(leath was coming, his behavior 
was acceptable to the Lord. Mr. 
W. G. Jones rendered a hymn, and 
th(*n the deaf present joined in the 
Lord's Prayer, Mr. Ekartd lead- 
ing. 

Tin* interment was at Mount 
Olivet (Cemetery, Masp(!tli, L. I., 
on Monday morning, June 20th.

Wh(J ever heard of sawdust (explo- 
sions? Th(>y an* common enough 
in Canada. Navigation on the Ot- 
tawa I'iver has been seiiously im- 
p<Mled at times by exjiiosions of 
sawdust. One would hardly sup- 
pose that sawdust dumped into the 
river would in course of linu* reform 
itself into a gas generator which 
would ke(>|i the surface of the si ream 
in a constant state of upheaval. 
But it is true to sindi an exleiitthat 
small boats have been cai)8ized and 
large vessels injured by the sub- 
marine ('(Uivnlsions. 

The bottom of the Ottawa river 
is eovere<l with a (hcep layer of saw- 
dust duni|)(cd there by ilie liimbei'- 
men who liavt* earriecd on tlndr log 
cutting industry on its banks and 
tributaries for years. The dust, 
biceoming water soaked, sinks to 
the liottom and in thecoiirseof lime 
rots and generates a highly (explo- 
sive gas. The latter rises to the 
snrfa(Me, ea(di bubbht biding joiiKw] 
or re-cui forced by other bubbles on 
line way up. Contact with air 
seems to be as destructive as touch 
flr(> to this gas, and the moment, the 
surface is reached it explodes with 
a loud report. LegiHlalion may in 
lime do away wilh tliic annoyance, 
but even if no more sawdust is 
thrown into the stream henceforlh. 
the millions of tons already there 
will lake a long time to w< rk off 
their gas generating qualities. —

In l)clialf of the city of Dclavun, 
M)i\or Aliyii wclconiod tlio viaitorM 
to the bciiiilifiil cily, and, knowinff 
their love for Phoenix (Jreen and 
alHo for Delavan, aMHured them that 
it was no trouble for the citi' to 
have their presence once af^ain, in- 
asiniich as the city loved them, and 
then addcMl that they nhould come 
airain and be happy as they were 
then. Mr. VV. A. ('ochran*', one of 
tlie oldest leach(>rs here, interpret- 
ed the mayor's aildress. 

The superintendent, Mr. Swilei:, 
followe«l with an address of wel- 
(H)m(^, delivered in si^ns while his 
daughter Mrs. (Joo^ins read it oral- 
ly, lie expressed his joy at me(^l- 
inK the alumni and fornuir pupils 
once a«ain, rejoieinp; with them 
over their Iriumphsand successes, 
which were made possibly larfrel> 
by their habits of industry formed 
in school and theniforeconjrratulat- 
ini;; tliein u|)on t,h(Mi material and 
social standiufflhus attained to in 
tlie world. Several changes had 
btien made since the last reunion ; 
a few were no more in our midsl, 
many entered into the life of matri- 
mony, and th(! old school on I'ho^^nix 
(ireen was still alive, and was now 
blessed with the existenc(^ of a new 
Manual Training buildinjj, which 
promised much in tin* future, inas- 
much as tlie younK<'i' pupils would 
be jfiven oppoitunities to nwister 
the elementary prineiplos of nn-- 
chaniciil work. Such were open to 
boys and K'rls alike. 

Continuin;? on upon the subjec;! 
of industJ'ial success, Mr. Swiler

After assuring she assoeialion of 
the joy felt by the authorities and 
tiwehors of thos<!hool in notitig tin* 
harv(»st of useful industry' Mr. 
Swijer spoke encduiagingly of the 
woik that was now being aeconi- 
])lislied in the oral aixl mechanical 
de|)artments of llie school — some- 
thing that the older alumni and 
former ])upils missed in their lime. 
All that tcinied, he went on to say, 
"to develop that spirit of coiili- 
deiHU- and independence which 
came from an ade<[iiat(> )M|uipmcnt 
for the duties of life, enabling the 
deaf, without assistaiu'c, to main- 
tain themselves in any commtinity." 

Next he approved so heartily of 
the r(Minioti plan, nuuitioning th<- 
v.'iriotis valni's and blessings of 
such giitheriiigs, and holding thiit 
their efTect was mntuully excellent 
both upon the school and her chil- 
dren, both former and prospective. 
Il(* ri'grelled tlii> abs(>iic(> of nmny 
p(Msons whose presciKM^ would have 
l)een a sour((e of mutual joy to this 
occasion. Still all ihnt the school 
looked for in reliirn, witile welcom- 
ing and ent<>rtaining t)ie associa- 
tion within its doors once again, 
" a loyal support mid a frii'iidly in- 
ter««Hf in the iiresent and future 
work of your ohi scihool that, would 
lead tliem always to speak of it 
with respect and of its plans, pur- 
poses atid work with commenda- 
tion." lie added (hat the o(h(»r 
schools in the state were serving as 
fU'cparatory schools and sending 
annu.illy some of their pupils here 
l'(^r further and liigher instruction ; 
and a<lmil(ed llia( in the long run 
speech, however inijierfect, was an 



injury to none and a benefit to all. 
Mr. J. C. Hiilis being detained 
by the <-ont iiiuiinc(> of the Belle- 
ville S<diool, his CoUowing response 
was ioa.d in signs by Mr. Hagerty 
and orally by Mr. t'ochiane : 

" Mr. JVesideid, Ladicn and 
(icidlenicii : — It has been my envi- 
alile lot t,o a<ldress you on several 
occiisions, at; your request, a mark 
of consideration which I greatly 
apj)reoiate, especially under the 
present circumstances. In reply to 
the address of our esteeined Super- 
intendent and known friend, Mr. 
Swiler. whose words of welcome 
have been so ofl<!n pixjved sincere, 

" Our friend congratulates us up- 
on the generally imjjroved condition 
of the deaf. JJ(jth in our own and 
other states and in foreign countries 
is this improvement marke<l and 
pr()gre,s,siv(\ This advancement is 
due, primarily, to the conscien- 
tious elforts of hini.self and fellow- 
instructors through htng years of 
almost thankless dev<»ti()n — a devo- 
tion that has enabled us, (hrougli 
education, (o now («ke hold and 
help tliegoo<l work on anKuiu: our- 
selves and helji fnllill the expecta- 
tions that spurred them on, and 
realize l'()rtlu>m the rij)e fruition of 
their hopeful .sowing through the 
years now past. 

" In bygone years, amid hosts of 
tolerant sceptics, (hey alone have 
l>e(>n our champions, they alone in- 
sisting up(m our e(iuality, mental, 
moral and social, with othersof our 
fellowmen, and that in all save 
speech and hearing, we are the 
peers of any ; and the places filled 
l>y so many of our number in pub- 
lic esteem and trust ; in art, in 
lil<;rature and liusineMS, now yielils 
the triumph t heir faith and works 
so dearly earned. We are indeed 
lo be congratulated. But are 
wp to sit down, lean back com- 
fortably, cross our legs and twirl 
our thumbs in calm .satisfaction 
over this riialization and rest on 
our laurels? I think mo/. I know 
that tills will but i)rove a spur to 
L'l eat (>r etfort : that 'Onward and 
LTpward' will be our watchword 
and our ceaseless endeavor. 

" While we work towar.l the 
achievement of a larger p.irt in 
sh.iiiing the course of human pro- 
gress and th(> conduct of its affairs, 
we must remember that the nearer 
w(^ ajiproaeh the plane of equality 
with our more fortuiiate fellows, 
(he irreater become our respon- 
sibilities toward the public ; (hat 
more will be demanded of us in (li(> 
way of burden-bearing, that th(>re 
are penaltiim as well as rewards in 
(he life of a citizen, and we shall 
b(> calUul upon to take out share of 
liolli. To refuse, and hope to <>s- 
<Ntp(> on the scoiH^ of our disabilities 
will be (o ladie the efforts of our- 
siHves and others toward the (di- 
minution of our schools from the 
list ' charitioH.' "Wo nuist dis- 
tinguish, in <iur Inteicourse with 
olhers, be(woen true indei)einlenee 
and wilfulness. It is not inde- 
pendence lo <lo as we please n'gard- 
1 ess of any will or interest exc<>pt 
our own. That is lawlessness A 
distinguished writer has aptly said, 
' Life is a mutnal exchange of rela- 
tions,' a giving and taking to 
iinihitil aclvantage We should 
ask of our fellows as we ask of our 
(Jod. ' Hel|) us to ludp ourselves, 
— as indeed (}od docs help his crea- 
ture^,— otherwise there can be no 
harmony or progress in life, among 
nations or individuals. We mtist 
en(l(>avor lo nmke our innuence, 
)iroduetions' or labor, de.siralih' to 
otliiM's, in e\"chany;e for their own, 
relying (o the uttermost tipon our 
own efforts, not scornhig advice or 
counsel, always reniemi)ering that 
there are always two sides (o a 
quiwtion ami various poinis of 
view. V 

" Yes, as w(< look abroad and s(>e 
(ho positions held by so many 
educated deaf ; hear the com- 
mendations bestowed upon (hem 
by (hose in audiority ; witness I lie 
eases, as few and far between, of 
frauti, miiireasanc(> and lawlessness 
amonir the deaf, we are to be eon- 
gra(ulati'd, as you, of all our 
friends, Mi. Swilor, are so weflable 
to adlrin. 

" Tliese nMinions are dear to my 
hearl, as (<i all of us, in (houglit if 
no( in (lesh. They are dear as, in 
a way, (leposKories of memories, 
the sweetest of life, ofourchild- 
hoo<l and youth. The sight, even, 
of Pluenix (lr«>en, makes (he heart 



to swell and pulses beat more 
quickly, while recollection with a 
leap brings up the forms and faces 
we were wont to greet with glad- 
ness years ago. They are all 
there, in spirit or in the flesh. 
They do not come from the spirit- 
land to join us in a stranger place. 
They are here where we should al- 
ways rejoice to be at our regular 
gatherings. Do I not speak for 
you, too, my fellow-members. 

" We are here for business and 
pleasure, but most for pleasure. 
We want lots of time for talk, 
talks in the corners, talks as we 
ramble along remembered paths 
and recount to one another the 
deeds and sayings of long ago. 
Some work is necessary that our 
imprint may be placed upon the 
path of progress, and that those 
not present may, in other ways, be 
made to benefit by our presence 
here, both through our influence 
as a body upon Iegi8latii)n, and up- 
on the public, who view our pro- 
ce(>dings and estimate the quality 
of the absent from the impression 
received from those here present 
to-day. Thus we see how imj)ortant 
and responsilile the etfe<!ts of our 
actions and proceedings unknow- 
ingly may b<^ as (o lh«^ reception 
our fellows may meet with in the 
wiU'ld at large. 

" In the name, then, of our as- 
sociation, do I thank our Alma 
Maicr for her generovis welcome, so 
warmly i^xpressed by our long-time 
friend, Mr. Swiler. Like a 1 rue- 
hearted mother she does not turn 
us out, after graduation, as a ear- 
p<>nter does a piece of furniture, 
with no thought or care for our 
future destiny. She follows us up 
with watchful eye and rea<lj- hand, 
jealous of her honor and reputation 
as exemplified in our lives and 
conduct, success or failure, ever 
rt^ady to assist us in our proud de- 
sire to ui»hoId and magnify her 
name and fame. TluMvloro, with 
heiglit(uied ardor and newly streng- 
theneii bonds of love we shall go 
forth once more from Phttniix 
(Jreen. I hope, larger heasted, 
more charitable and warmly af- 
fect iohed toward both her and one 
another." 

The j)resident rea<l the mes- 
sage of greeting (hat was just 
handed by thc^ Iiuliaiui messenger 
lo him. Then he was directed to 
reply l)y t(>legram to the Indiana 
(lallaudet-Clerc Union. 

The ])residenl then caused the 
portraits of Lapham and Chese- 
l>io unveiled, after making an 
address concerning same. It has 
been his endeavor to preserve 
everything worth}' of record con- 
nected with the education of the 
deaf in Wisconsin. Through per- 
sonal coiTcspondence he cam(> 
acr(ws the name of the (irst bene- 
factor of (he deaf in the state. 
That was Iiu^rease Allen Lapham, 
and this man addressed the ter- 
ritiH'ial council at Madison toward 
granting some land by an .•icl of 
('ongress for ediKMlional purposes 
ill ludialf of the deaf, the blind and 
the insane. The family of the 
benefactor made (he school a pre- 
sent of a fine medallion portrait of 
liapham. A portraK of Ebenezer 
Chesebro, (he man who, assisted 
l»y his two daughtt>rs, fir.st s(arted 
a mo\(Mn(Mit which r<>sulted ulti- 
mately in the present .school. A 
similar attempt was nuide after 
that of Franklin K. Ph(pnix who 
donated the site of the scdiool, ami 
the family had promi.sed that a 
pi)rtrait wotdtl l)e furnished to the 
school before l<uig. Lapham, 
Cliesebro and Pluenix would then 
have been thus honored. 

Sunday, Junk 12.

After praver, th(> president, Mr. 
Robinson, delivei int' thi> following 
address : 

" Ladies anil lientlotuii : — It is a 
matter of c(Uigra(ula(ion (ha( we 
an* all here again wi(h the excep- 
tion of one or (wo who liM\e died 
since our last ineedng 

" I( is one of leading eujoymeulB 



of man as an intelligent being to 
meet in social or business inter- 
course, companions of the past, 
particularly those of his youth. 
This can be most truthfully said of 
us here to-day, who were almost 
l)rought up under our roof. But 
there is no time now to dwell upon 
su(!h fond memories. The more 
serious part of our business de- 
mands immediate attention. 

" Since our last meeting no great 
change has taken place in our 
Alma Matei, except that much 
more instruction is now given in 
speech than ever before, and a 
manual training school has l)een 
added to the industrial departm(>nt, 
an improvement of inestimable 
value. 

"While is given to very few, 
even those high in the profession 
of teaching, to be judges of me- 
thods before they are tried, all in- 
telligent observers, whether hear- 
er deaf, reserve the right to jinlge 
of the results of the various me- 
thods Employed, or in other words — 
they reason in this way, (hat if the 
(he methods are good, the pro«lucl, 
I. «., the pupil — will show it in a 
more general oegree of intelligence 
in everything he undertakes than 
if the methods wei-e not. And this 
is about the only standard by 
which we can judge of the work of 
this or any other school. While 
both State and day schools have 
their special work to perform and 
in which both should be equally 
encouraged, it is well to l)ear in 
mind that the facilities of this 
scliool for carrying on the work of 
education in its broadest sense, in- 
tellectually, manually and morally, 
are considerably greater than those 
[lossessod by any other school for 
the_deaf in the State, and nooi)por- 
t unity should be lost on our part (o 
make this fact more generally 
known, particularly to parents who 
have deaf children. 

" While the As.soc,iation may uot 
seem to some tq be making much 
progress, one thing is noticeable 
and that is we are actpiiiThg a 
broader and more intelligent com- 
l)rehension of its objects and pni'- 
|)oses, which is one of the best signs 
of progress. This growth is large- 
ly due to the free and open discus- 
sion of association and other mat- 
ters in the Alumni Department (in 
IhcIi'tsco/fSf'/i Times) during the 
last three yeais. It is doubted if 
the Association ever met before 
with a clearer understanding ai\»t 
grasp of the questions that will be 
presented for its consideration dur- 
ing (his session. For this and 
other reasons I would strongly 
urge the continuance of the Alum- 
ni I)eparlment. 

" One of our fltst objects should 
be the fount' ing of an association 
of all the deaf educated in the 
Sta(«. First of all we want to 
avoid all narrowness, and build on 
a broad basis of union and good 
fellowship, for we aie all of one 
<'lass, small in number, ami (here 
is no school for the deaf, seclarian 
schools excep(ed, in (he State that 
does not depend more or less ujion 
the State for support. To eflfeci 
this change, only a slight alteration 
in our pr.'sent con.stitution will be 
rendered necessary. 

"This plan, judging from the 
general discussion of the question 
in the alumni department, would 
seem to be more acceptable than 
any other yet.advance<l, because it 
includes both graduates and non- 
graduates of all seliools for (he deaf 
in the State. WIh'u this has been 
accomplished, an alumni associa- 
tion of any one or all schools can 
be formed if desirable. 

"The treasurer's books do not 
show very clearly the financial 
standing of (he association. Every- 
thing has been done (^uring the 
last tliree years to avoi<l all unne<'- 
cessary expense. Some difllculty 
was experienced in securing the 
necessary funds (o publish the pro- 
ceedings of the Seve*ith R(>-unioii 
as ordeivd by the As,socialion at its 
last meeting, l)u( i( was successful- 
ly accomplisluHl. A eommidee has 
been"appoinied (o look up (he fin- 
ances of (he association and it is 
hoped everything will be settled to 
your sadsfaction. 

" 1 would recommend that here- 
after the accounts of the associa- 
(ion be ke)>t more accuralely and 
iivit<Muiz(Hi form, and (hat treasurers 
be put under bonds for twice the 
amount of moneys entrusted to 
their care. 

" The matter of a Iltune for (he 
.\ged and Infirm Deaf of (he State 
should surely enlist (uir sympatliy 
and support. It is iin undertaking 
worthy of our nobh>8t elTort.s and it 
is to lie hoped that all will co- 
operate in carrying the project for- 
ward. There have been no definite 
plans yet presented as (o how it 
can be .secured, bu( we must en- 
deavor in the first place to get the 
t'ounty and State autluu-ities to 
meet us half-way as (hey have done 
in Ohio. 

" In conclusion I would like to 
call your atlen(ion to the desira- 
bilily (»f keeping an aecuraie record 
of lUfMnbers of (he association, 
obituary and otherwise, such as 
was pivpared for the sixth re-union. 
This may involve a small ouday 
for a book or books, but c<insider- 
ing the importance of (he suiijeet, 
(he expen.se will be insi>'nificau(." 

The secrelary reportetl the ])ub- 
lishingof (he proceedings of (he 
firs( six(h and seventh reunions and 
the distiibuliou of same auuuig 



the members, bo(h of which were 
performed in accordance with the 
instructi<uis of (he as.sociation. He 
explaint>d th<> liiiancial condition of 
the asso('iatioii which was, owing to 
some unknown transaction, far 
from satisfying (he ofiicers and ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Mr. Wachuta took the platform 
and explained the desirability of 
so changing the name of the as- 
sociation and modifying the article 
on membership as to extend the 
active member.ship, not- only to 
graduates and honorably discharg- 
ed pupils, but al.so former pupils 
of the school and also of the othei 
schools for the deaf in the Stale. 
He in.sisteil on leaving behind .all 
fornu'r differences and unfriendly 
preferences and looking forwaixl 
to such things as ought to be done, 
and then all would go well. 

The matter of the name was, on 
motion, referred to the committee 
on revision of the constitution. ■ 

Mr. Dudley spoke in favor of the 
circular. 

Mr. Wm. Brophy showed that 
(he association should not refuse 
any former pupil of the school (hat 
.sought admission, for what family 
in seeking a home re-union, would 
shut out any one of its children 'i 

Mr. Van Winter preferred letting 
all deaf residents of the State avail 
themselves of llie active member- 
ship, no matter where (hey were 
educa(ed. 

On Mr. Larson's motion, the 
membei-ship fee was fixed at seven- 
ty-five cents each person, for each 
convention.

AFTEKNOON SESSION. 



The association assembled at 
2.16, and its proceedings were 
openeil with prayer. 

Mr. Larson, for the Board of 
Miuiagers of the proposed Home for 
the Aged and Infirm Deaf, stated 
that nothing could be done in ll.el 
matter until the association was in- 
corpora(ed and until tlefinite in- 
formation as to number of deserving 
subjects for the Home was gather- 
(>d. So far the^\ had heard, upon 
informal inquiry, of five deaf pau- 
pers and ten insane di<af persons 
still living. It was the board's im- 
pression (hat the affairs should be 
managed by the deaf themsidves 
with some aid from the State, and 
that the fund for its maintainence 
should -start now and augfneiit on 
until the Home was established. 
In the board's judgment, the pi-o- 
ject when carried on in the name 
of charity would be a "vorlhy and 
noble cause. This country had 
fmiii time to time made generous 
contributions to the n>Uef of []^ 
dis(ressed in foreign countries — an 
excellent examiile for the deaf in 
view of the project of the Home. 

The bo.ird recommended (lia( all 
funds so collected be invested in 
loan and savings associatioits, for 
thus larger earnings would be as- 
sured in compound interest and 
profits. C\»U(duding, Mr Lirson 
.sjiid, "The proposed Home 
whenever founded and pnividetl 
for by us in futuie, will stand as a 
monument to the Christian teach- 
ings and worthy influences of our 
Alma Mater, at Phoenix (Trcen, as 
well as to the humanity and gen- 
erosity of WisL'onsin (Tallaiidets of 
to-da,\,"and then submitted a pre- 
amble and two resolutions which 
were adopted, declaring the associa- 
tion's sense of the necessity of a 
home for the aged and infirm deaf, 
and of organized etTort toward 
founding and maintaining such a 
home by liberal contributions made 
l)y the deaf of Wisconsin from lime 
(o time, and directing (hat as soon 
as the a.ssociation wjis incorporated, 
(he board of managers of th«\ prtv 
posed home proceed at on<*e to 
business with reforencH> to the ob- 
ject of its mi.ssion. 

Mr. Larson, for the committee 
on resolutions, submitt«Hl several 
resolutions which were adopted. 
One provided the appointment of a 
committee of five to arrange for 
(he projicr celebration of the semi- 
centennial anniversary of the 
founding of the school and the 
quarter-centennial anniversary of 
the organ i/..ati<m of the asvsociation 
at the next re-union. Another n^- 
quir«>d that no fnnil,,s be allowed for 
travel and hotel expenses, and ex- 
cept foi stationery, printing recep- 
(ion expense, all the funds be de- 
posited in S(une reliable bank. A 
third authorized the original com- 
ni4t(ee that organized the associa- 



tion in 1876 and the present presi- 
dent and secretary to take the ne- 
cessary m"asures toward incorpo- 
rating (he association. A fourth 
nominated Mrs. Thomas Hagerty 
as the alumni orator for the next 
re-union. A fifth approved of the 
alumni editor's work in the Wis- 
consin Times, changed the name of 
the department to (he " Associalitm 
Department ' and appointed J. J. 
Murphy, Thomas Hagerty and 
Mrs. C. M. Johnson to assist Mr. 
Itobin.son in editing the Alumni 
Department in (he ]Viscansin 
'I'imes. A sixth looked to the per- 
manent recognition of the site of 
the Alma .Mater as Phoenix Green, 
in aflfeetionate memory uf H<m. F. 
K. Phoenix who donated the sjte 
to the school. 

Acting Treasurer Mr. Reed re- 
ported having collected forty-eight 
dollars from sixty-four. He then 
read th(> auditing committee's re- 
port approving of the several bills. 

Mr. Reed's resolution was ac- 
cepted looking for the apjiointing 
l>y the presiilent of a representa- 
tive who should represent the duaf 
of the StaU' before State and^ other 
j)roper authorities, upon all matters 
pertaining lo the deaf and their in- 
terests. 

'The (\)minittee on Revision of 
the Constitution olTered the ameiul- 
ments changing the name of the 
association to "The Association of 
the Wisconsin Schools for the 
Deaf," and extending its active 
memlHM'sliip not only to alumni but 
also to all former (lupils of all the 
sciiools for the deaf in the State, 
and leaving the matter of place and 
date of future meetings of the as- 
sociation with the executive com- 
mittee. These amendments were 
passed by acclamation. 

The committee on nominations

'This revival 
not only prevailed among theme 
who have been rescued from famine, 
but reached to a goodly number of 
the widows who were formerly in 
the Home. 

W' hen the I'andiia was bringing 
widows from the Central Proviiices 
a deaf and dumb woman insisted 
on coming. 'The Pandita refused 
to bring her. She came and sat in 
tlie train. They made her under- 
stand that she could not be taken. 
She told them by signs that she 
would grind, cook, wa.sh clothes, 
etc. She literally refused to leave 
the train, and at the last minute 
the Pandita laughed and bought 
her a ticket. She has been true to 
her woi*d and works cheerfully. 

She always pre.serves a reverent 
attitude during worship. When 
the women were asking the Pan- 
dita for baptism, she persisted in 
having her names written. Pan- 
dita tried to put her aside, but 
again she was peristent. One daj' 
she arose to testify. We all felt 
(iod's pre8«>nce as she stoo<l in 
silent eloquence before God. The 
girl .said aloud," Mokkie knows 
(U)d ajs well as we." On two oc- 
casions she tried to speak and made 
a low sound. The girls all think 
(iod will teach her to apeak. She 
received baptism with the others. 
While (he .services were going on 
one day, she l)rough( two children 
to the altar, clo.sed their eyes and 
i'losed her own in prayer. All who 
contributed toward this famine 
work will rejoice at this bountiful 
harvest of souls. — Indian Witness.
